     The Mayor and Council met for their regular scheduled meeting on Monday, 
September 17, 2012 at 7:00 P.M. at the Town Hall, 107 Jervis Drive, Golden Meadow, LA 
70357. 
 
     Those present were:  Mayor Joey Bouziga 
       Councilman David Adams

     Those absent were:  Councilman Jody Cheramie. 
 
     Others attending were Kent Adams, Albert Bruce, Salvador Gonzalez, Jr., Robert Lee, 
Jamie Liner, Chief Reggie Pitre, and John Plaisance. 
 
     Mayor Joey Bouziga called this meeting to order at 7:00 P.M.   
 
     Councilman Frank Boura presented a motion and Councilman Priscilla Mounic 
seconded approving minutes from the previous meeting held on Monday, September 10, 
2012.  The Council unanimously approved the motion as presented. 
 
     Councilman David Adams led everyone in reciting the Pledge of Allegiance and Mr. 
John Plaisance led everyone in prayer. 
 
     Councilman Mike Billiot requested adding a Rotary update to the agenda.  No audience 
comments were presented.  Councilman Frank Boura presented a motion and 
Councilman Priscilla Mounic seconded approving Councilman Mike Billiot add to the 
agenda.  The Council unanimously approved the motion as presented. 
 
     Councilman Mike Billiot requested the Town donate the use of the Oakridge Park 
Pavilion for the Rotary’s Annual Music Festival.  Councilman Mike Billiot also informed the 
Mayor and Council the Rotary has received their share of funds to place padding under 
playground equipment in Oakridge Park.  The Town’s portion will be $2,000.00.  
Councilman David Adams presented a motion and Councilman Priscilla Mounic seconded 
approving the Rotary’s Annual Music Festival use Oakridge Park free of charge and the 
Town provides the $2,000.00 so the playground padding can be placed.  The Council 
unanimously approved the motion as presented. 
 
     Mayor Joey Bouziga informed the Council no building permits or occupational licenses 
were submitted for approval. 
 
     Mayor Joey Bouziga presented the clean-up report as follows: 
 

 Ronnie and Gina Boura – South Bayou Drive was sent a clean-up letter on 
09/11/2012. 

 Randy Cheramie – Verret Street was sent a clean-up letter on 09/11/2012. 
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     Engineer John Plaisance presented the project report as follows: 
 

 Sewer Phase III – Environmental review almost complete. 

 Sewer Phase IV – Planning should be complete sometime in October. 

 Seawall Phase II – The Town was turned down for additional funding and is 
waiting to see if FEMA will allow the project to be scaled down. 

 Seawall Phase III – The Town is currently reviewing engineer qualifications. 

 Oakridge Park Waterline Phase I and Phase II – bids are being reviewed. 

 Crossover in front of Frank’s Supermarket – Paperwork has been submitted 
to the State. 

 Gasoline and diesel tank permits are currently being addressed. 
 
     Mayor Joey Bouziga recognized the 2012 Golden Meadow Babe Ruth 15U District 
Champs and the 2012 Golden Meadow Val Ripken 12U District Champs.  Mayor Bouziga 
suggested certificates be presented to each player and coach.  Councilman Priscilla 
Mounic presented a motion and Councilman David Adams seconded approving 
certificates be presented to each player and coach.  The Council unanimously approved 
the motion as presented. 
 
     Mayor Joey Bouziga informed the Council he was contacted by Badger Oil Corporation 
& Gas Exploration & Development regarding the installation of a rig and bridge directly 
across from Ridgewood Blvd.  Mayor Joey Bouziga stated he informed the company they 
would have to follow all bridge and rig permits and that they should send in writing a 
proposal for the Council to review. 
 
     Mayor Joey Bouziga requested adding sewer line break repairs and clean-up complaint 
to the agenda.  No audience comments were presented.  Councilman David Adams 
presented a motion and Councilman Mike Billiot seconded approving Mayor Joey Bouziga 
add the aforesaid to the agenda.  The Council unanimously approved the motion as 
presented. 
 
     Mayor Joey Bouziga informed the Council he received a clean-up complaint regarding 
property owned by Berwick Cheramie, 141 Terrebonne Lane, Golden Meadow, LA 70357.  
Councilman David Adams presented a motion and Councilman Priscilla Mounic seconded 
approving a clean-up letter be sent to Mr. Cheramie.  The Council unanimously approved 
the motion as presented. 
 
     Mayor Joey Bouziga informed the Council one of the invoices to repair the broken 
sewer line near Griffin Lane is $4,172.93.  Mayor Joey Bouziga is recommending 
appropriating the funds from the Sales Tax Fund.  Councilman Mike Billiot presented a 
motion and Councilman Priscilla Mounic seconded approving the appropriation from the 
Sales Tax Fund to the Sewer Fund in the amount of $4,172.93.  The Council unanimously 
approved the motion as presented. 
 
     Mayor Joey Bouziga requested audience comments: 
 
     Mr. Kent Adams and Mr. Albert Bruce addressed the Mayor and Council regarding the 
maintaining of property located after the blacktopped portion of Bob’s Lane.  Mr. Albert 
Bruce stated in his property description a 14 ft.  right-of-way was granted.  Mayor Joey  
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Bouziga stated they would need to meet with Engineer John Plaisance to sort out the 
paperwork to review maps of the street. 
 
With no further business to discuss, Councilman Mike Billiot presented a motion and 
Councilman Priscilla Mounic seconded adjourning this meeting at 7:18 P.M.  The Council 
unanimously approved the motion as presented.
